100th "A" Group 


1. General Narrative: The 100th "ar Group took off at 
0716 hours. By 0757 hours the Group had assembled over the base 
at 9,000 feet, The group few as the lead group in the 13th "A" 
Combat Wing of the Third Fomb Division, 


2. Unfavorable weather conditions hampered the wing assembly 
At 0950 hours the Group passed five miles northesst of Cromer and 
Started out on course since the Combat Wing was formed and in good 
shape, Three miles south of Rgment the lead Pathfinder aircraft 
became nonfunctional ‘so the Seconuary pathfinder phane took over 
and proceeded to the I.P. as briefed, Upon reaching the target 
area the second Pathfinder aircraft failed, Endeava@r ing to find 
Some Objective, the ship flew a 330 degree heading, furning from 
the 85 cegree heading briefed. As the bombardier pas sed over sons 
believed to be Wilhelmshaven which was barely distinguishatle 
through the clouds and haze, he salvoe@ his bombs. Fombs were 
away and dropped by estimation since there wasn't sufficient time 
for a run as the target became visible only then passing over it, 
It was not possibel to posituvely indentify the town but it is 
believed that there was damge done to it. Some crew members report 
bomb bursts observed in built up area and black smoke in area en 
route from the target. 


3. Flak was mesger and inaccurate around terget and wer th 
coast going out. No enemy aircraft were encountered, Poor weather 
conditions prevailed throughout the mission with 10/10 overcast 
during the bombing. 


100th "B" Group 


1. General Narrative: The 100th "B" Group formation took 
off at 0920 hours,. By 0830 hours the group formation had assembla 
ove: the bese at 8,000 feet. The 13th "B" Combat Wing rendezvous 
was made over the Channel, rather thin as briefed, because we had 
mistaken two other groups for the 13th "EB" Wing and had "Stq@ to 
allow them to catch up. Finding the 13th "BY" wing was ahead of us 
we intercepted them over the Channel,

Sa For this Squadron, as well as for the whole 8th Air Force, 
February, 1944, was 6 new record month for number end intensity of 
Operations, marking the reel begining of the super-offensive against 
Vermany from the air. Despite almost invariably fouldwesather, with 
visual bombing seldom possible, our planes went out on twelve com- 
pleted missions, and dropped more then 400,000 pounds of high explo- 
Sive erid incendiary bombs on Germany end German Europe. 


High point of this busy month was the mission to Regensburg, 
one of the prime targets of the Reich, with its concentration of 
fighter aircraft factories. On the first and only other attack on 


this objective, the historic shuttle mission on 17 August 1943, 
the 549th lost two planes and crews, while the others came through 
only by seeming miracies; on the second trip, 25 February, all our 
planes save one came home unscathed by enemy fighters, and oniy 
lightly peppered with flak. The one lost plane turned back enroute 
to the target because of engine trouble, and was forced to ditch 


in the Hnglish Channel; all the crew were rescued intact, except 
for one member slightly hurt in the ditching. 


Aside from accelerated operations, our month was marked 
by an unsuel number of combet men's competing their twenty-five- 
mission tours; there were fifteen who finished, some of them soon 
to be transferred either home or to other oryanizations in the ETO, 
others to remain with the Sjuedroh or Group at least for a time, in 
ground duties. 


Our losses in men and materiel for the month were severe, 
though not equalling our worst previous month. Besides the ditched 
plane, two others, with ell their crews, were missing in action 
during February.

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DIARY OF 35lst BOMBARDMENT SQUADRON, 100 BOMB GROUP, 
FOR MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1944. 


The mighty aerial onsleught to pulverize prime Axis military targets in 
preparation for opening the Second Front reached new heights during February 
1944 when combat airmen of the 35lst Bombardment Squadron contributed their 
share of the hazardous tasks by making 108 sorties and dropping the greatest 
tonnage of high explosive and incendiary bombs ever destined for enemy 
objectives during any preceding month, a record of the month's activities 
discloses, The increase in aerial operations fer overshadowed all other events 
in February affecting the squadron, 

Besides participating in bigger and more concentrated raids, the squadron 
was fortunate in achieving the feat of all combat personnel and planes returning 
safely from a record-smashing ordeal of 13 missions. This encouraging news from 
the aerial front line raised hopes of many that a speedier ond of hostilities in 
the European Theater of Operations could be expecteds The month's amazing 
operational record easily surpassed that for January when only seven recognized 
missions were made. The absence of casualties was an outstanding feature of 
February's activities, a marked improvement over January. 

The frequency of raids hastened the completion of combat duty for seven 
officers and two enlisted men. This group was transferred to the 12 RCD, where 
most everyone is believed to have received orders for returning to the states 
on a 30-day furlough before reporting for a new assignment. 

A tragedy was recorded for February claiming the life of S/Sgt. Ralph 
Buchanan, a bombsight maintenance mane Buchenan, whose home was in Gresn Castle, 
Pae, died February 4 in a London hospital as a result of injuries sustained in 
accidentally falling from the second floor of a London building two days 
previouslye The victim, who had been a member of the squadron since nearly the 
beginning, was buried in Brookwood cemetery near Londone 

Other events ranking fairly high in the way of interest included the 
presentation of the Distinguished Flying Cross to T/Set. Raymond Harjo, receipt 
of a direct second lieutenancy commission by S/Sgt. Donald O. Ellis, and the good 


record made at times by the basketball team and boxers. 


Harjo received the DFC citation February 16 for displaying exceptional 


Courage by remaining at his post as aerial engineer after being seriously wounded 
in the face by enemy fire while on an operational mission. 

The unexpected happened to S/Sgt. Donald 0. Ellis, tail gunner who finished 
his 25 missions in December, when he received a favorable response from his 
application for a direct commission as a second lieutenant. The president's order 
arriving the eerly part of the month was unexpected in view of the fact that direct 
commissions to men already in uniform are considered rare. Ellis, in order to be 
eligible for a commission, received an honorable discharge from the army on 
February 7 and immediately was commissioned a second lieutenante. Lieutenant 
Ellis is now a gunnery officer at a nearby bomber base in the ETO. 

The squadron fared moderately well in athletics during the month by competing 
with other units on the local base in basketball and boxinge The cagers, managed 
by Cpl. Harvey Woods, a former star athlete in Virginia prep circles, won 
second-place honors in league competition for the regular season. Their record 
in the base tournament was not too impressive because of lot ing to both the 350th 
Bomb Squadron and to the Group Headquarters detachment. During the regular season, 
the 35lst quintet annexed encounters from the 418th squadron, 28th Station Compliment 
squedron, 1776 Ordnance company, 1276 Military Police company and the Group 
Headquarters teame 

The high cage scorers for the squadron were S/Sgt. James Schollard and Sgt. 
Rudolph Zulkiewicz, both playing guard positions. Other first team members were 
Cpl. Harvey Woods and S/Sgte John Bergstrom, forwards, and Ffc. Howard Swank, center. 
Substitutes included Sgte Donald Conklin, Cpl. Salvatore Sogga and Pfcos. Arthur W. 
Gretenhart, John Atkinson and Ernest Jiminez. 

Taaperine® four members of the squadron participated in bouts staged by the 
base emerging with three wins,and three defeats. Sgt. Paul Deane maintained a 
spotless record by triumphing on two occasionse Cpl. James J. Dineen tasted both 
victory and adversity in his two ring appearances. Deane, a 155-pounder, scored a 
quick win in his debut match by gaining an 18-second knockout. His second victory 
was a three-round decision. The remaining two fistic setbacks were chalked 
against M/Sgt. Robert Boyle in the 180-pound class, and Cpl. Harvey Woods, entered 


in the 170-weight categorye 
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Other ovents for the month worthy of mention were of a routine nature 
Such as promotions, new arrivals and transfers. 

Heading the list of boosts in officers' ranks was the elevation of our 
Squadron commander, Major Ollen Turner, to the grade of lieutenant colonel. 

This promotion became effective February 28. Three other combat officers, all 
first lioutenants, John T. Griffin, John Love end Howard E. Keel, were hiked to 
captaincy during the month. Officers advanced to first lieutenants included Henry 
Quilici, Andrew H. Campion, Reuben C. Kelsey, Thomas R. Kizak, Robert K. Edgely, 
Edward Handorf, Jack S. Neal, Eugene Mulholland and Earl Re Williams. 

Sixteen enlisted men received promotions during February. Those boosted in 
grade are as follows: M/Sgt-~Trafford Curry; T/Sgt--Henry C. Verdeur and Charles 
He Ford; S/Sgt=-Alfred M. Hunt, Steven M. Szekely, William L. Reneau, Joe Se Folsom,
